SACRAMENTO, June 23.—State- 
‘wide interest is being taken ini the 
initiative petitions ‘tor the new fish 
and game regulations, which were

The petitions are being circulated 
by the People’s Fish and Game Pro- 
tective Association, having head- 
guarters in San Francisco, and 33,- 
£00 named will be necessary to have 
the new ulations put on the bal- 
lot.for the votes of the people at the 
Nevember election. 

Secretary of State Jordan has 


| been officially notified of the circula- 
tion of the petitions, and the cam-! 


paign for the new regulations will be 
carried ou in the fifty-eight counties 
of the state; 

The prime object of the new regu- 
‘lations willjbe to allow the people 
at large, who own the game of Cali- 

v~ttua, te privilege of buying it in 

the public markets. Measures pass- | 
ed at the last session of the Legisla- 
‘ture would take this privilege away 
from the people and confer a game 
monopolw on the patrons of the 
game preserves. : 

Besides the provisions regulating 

the public sale of game, the initia-} 
tive regulations contain’ many. con- 
structive features designed for the 
Onservation of the ‘wild life of the 
state and for a fish and game com- 
mission of seven members that will 
be a representative public body.
